boiler at the plant af the Metropolitan 
Electric company in West Heading. 
The dead are: 
Elmer Dangler, of 
Mount Penn, twenty-one years old, a 
fireman; 
James Cooney, a fireman, 
residence unknown, about thirty-live 
years old. had bean employed about 
one month; Clifford Martin, bos* rig­ 
ger. of Morris River. N. J., aged about 
thirty-two years, had been working at 
tne plant six months; Matthew Lynch, 
hoisting 
engineer. Phoenixville, Pa.. 
about forty years of age. employed 
about three months; Frank Cole, car­ 
penter’s helper. Reading, about twen­ 
ty-five years of age. 
All were terribly mutilated with th* 
exception of Lynch. Cooney’s body was 
torn to pieces Th«re was trouble in 
collecting the missing parts, which 
were scattered far and wide. 
Martin was torn about the b«*ad and 
chest. The men were thrown several 
hundred feet from the boiler house. 
Martin's body was blown over a high 
willow tree and wps found lying along 
the tracks of the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road. a distance of about 200 feet from 
the scene. 
The men were emploves of Sims A 
Co., the contractor* who are erecting 
the power house at this point. 
The men had just reached the seen* 
to begin the day’s work when one of 
the forty horse-power boiler-* used to 
make steam for the concrete mixer 
exploded 
The night watchman had 
left a few minute* before. 
The boiler house wa* wrecked and 
the framework scattered in all direc­ 
tions. The Ave men were In the little 
frame boiler h o u s e when the boiler 
exploded. Other employes had left the 
building to begin theft work 
Snow 
was failing at the time. and aa th* 
men were hurled to the ground the 
flake* soon spread a thin white blan­ 
ket over their remains. 
In a few minutes news of the hor­ 
ror reached this cliv and physicians 
and ambulances were sent for. Coro­ 
ner Stressor was notified and waa soon 
en the scene 
“The belier which exploded.” said 
M F Nelson. superintendent, “« t i In 
good condition 
It had only recently 
been overhauled and given a naw set 
of flues 
In speaking to the watch­ 
man who had charge of all the boil­ 
ers shortly after the exploaion. he told 
me that when he turned It over to En­ 
gineer Lynch that there were two and 
a half 
gauges of water 
indicated. 
Charles Kleiber is the name of th# 
night watchman and ha I* a moat care­ 
ful man " 
The boiler was literally torn into 
pieces. The only fragment found lay 
about fifteen feet away. The force of 
the explosion was so great that rem­ 
nants were hurled all about the place 
and hidden in the deep snow which 
covers the ground in that locality to a 
depth of from two to three feet.

Dec. 30.—The investiga­ 
tion into the so-called milk trust by 
Boccia I Deputy Attorney General Cole- 
ru n was given added Impetus -bv the 
startling disclosures made by Marvyn 
Scudder. the accountant employed by 
the state to go over the books of the 
tmrgrr milk companies in the city. 
Coun?°l for the Borden Condensed 
Milk company, controlling 28 per cent 
of the fluid milk trade in this city, 
and 
the 
Sheffield 
Farn^-Slawson- 
Decker company, were engaged pre­ 
paring to meet the analysis of Mr. 
Scudder. who placed his findings be­ 
fore Referee Brown. 
Mr. Scudder stated the books of the 
Borden company showed more than 
$15,000,000 of the $20,000,000 capital 
clock represented ‘Trade marks, good 
will,” which the accountant said rep­ 
resented nothing tangible in the way 
of assets. On the company’s capitali­ 
zation a dividend of 6 per cent was 
paid on the preferred and IO per cent 
paid on the common stock. The books 
show a surplus of $8,824,230 made in 
ten years. 
Mr. Coleman is preparing 
to ask the company lf such profits are 
possible with milk at 8 cents a quart 
what justification had the milk com­ 
ps Die* for saying that they were los­ 
ing money at that price and had to 
raise the price to 9 cents a quart. 
Mr. Bcudder further 
showed that 
the Sheffield company paid 15 per cent 
dividends la*t year. and to date this 
year 22 per cent on its stock, and that 
its surplus wa* $962,672, nearly double 
the capital stock.

Must Serve His Fifteen-Year Sentence 
In Federal Prison et Atlanta For 
Misapplying Funds of Bank. 


New York, Dec. 30. — Charles W. 
Morse’s last hope was 
aw?pt away 
when Justice Hough, in the United 
States circuit court of appeals, denied 
his motion for a new trial. Morse was 
convicted 
of 
violating 
the 
federal 
hanking laws. 
Morse took the blow with stolidity. 
His wife. who directed much of his 
long fight and has stood by him with 
the ^realest fortitude, appeared heart­ 
broken. 
Morse was convicted of wrecking 
the National Bauk of North America, 
whose collapse was the cause of his 
downfall. His last chance to clear bis 
name now is gone. 
When the suprem e court of the Unit­ 
ed States on Dec. 6 refused to review 
the decision of the circuit court of 
appeals, confirming Morse’s sentence 
to fifteen years in the federal prison 
ai Atlanta, Morse sprang the last sur­ 
prise of his struggle. 
His attorney, 
Martin W. Littleton, p e titio n s for a 
new trial. 
He alleged that the jurors 
in the previous hearing were allowed 
to drink to excess and that they were 
taken to Coney Island and elsewhere, 
and that when the verdict was ren­ 
dered one of them. Charles F. Shirk, 
was drunk. 
Justice 
Hough 
found 
that 
these 
charges have not been sustained. And 
in giving 
his 
decision he vacated 
Morse’s stay from his prison sentence. 
The decision, together with the va­ 
cating of the stay, means, according 
to H arry L. Stimson, special deputy 
United States attorney general, who 
prosecuted 
Morse, th at the former 
tan k er has lost his last fight against 
being sent to prison and that there is 
now no hope for him. 
“There is nothing further Morse can 
do.” said Mr. Stimson. “He will now 
have to serve his sentence of fifteen 
years in the federal prison at At­ 
la n ta " 
Martin W. Littleton, 
representing 
Morse, took a different view o? the 
m atter. 
Mr. Littleton was In the fed­ 
eral building when the decision was 
handed down. He at once began read­ 
ing it. He said he would probably ap­ 
ply to the United States circuit court 
for a writ o 
' certiorari and have the 
charges brought by him in behalf of 
his client reviewed by th at court. 


G EN . EDW ARDS INJURED 


Fell Down Embankment While Inspect­ 
ing Bm Wall at Ban Juan. 
San Juan, P. R., Dec. SO.—General 
Clarence R. Edwards, chief of the bu­ 
reau of Insular affairs at Washington, 
who is here with Secretary of War 
Dickinson, met with an accident that 
resulted in his being ordered to bed 
by the physicians. 
Colonel Howse, the commander of 
the Porto Rico regiment, took Gen­ 
eral Edwards on a trip of Inspection 
of the sea wall, with the idea of show­ 
ing him the bad conditions which had 
been caused by blasting and erosion 
by the sea waves. 
While walking 
along the terrace 
General Edwards slipped and fell a 
distance of fifteen feet. His right knee 
cap and left arm were badly injured 
and he suffered other bruises. Colonel 
Kean and Major Ashford, army sur­ 
geons, dressed his wounds and ordered 
him to bed.

Finding of Bksleton Results In 8wom 
Charge* of Murder, Which Accused 
Deny—Witness Was Forced to Keep 
Secret. 


Newark, N. J., Dec. 80.—That the 
moman whose charred skeleton was 
found several weeks ago hidden In the 
roof of an abandoned building of the 
Essex County Insane asylum was Mrs. 
Katherine Under, and that she was 
beaten to death by three of the women 
nurses and her body secreted in the 
roof with the cognizance of Dr. Daniel 
M. Dill, superintendent of the hospital, 
is the substance of an affidavit made 
by Mrs. Francesca Hinkel, 253 Wash­ 
ington street, Newark. 
The affidavit, which was placed in 
the hands of 
Prosecutor Mott, says 
Mrs. Hinkel visited the hospital on 
Feb. 25, 1904, to take away he* daugh­ 
ter, 
paroled 
as 
“harmless.” 
While 
waiting for the discharge papers Mrs. 
Under, an aged woman, came into the 
ward. 
Tells of the Beating. 
“Suddenly,” says the affidavit, “a 
nurse appeared and dragged Mrs. Lin­ 
der by her hair into a side room. Two 
other nurses ran up. 
While one of 
them sat on the miserable woman’s 
feet the other two beat and kicked 
her. and one of them finally struck 
her a terrific blow on the head with a 
chair, splintering it with the force of 
the blow and inflicting a deep wound 
on Mrs. Linder’s skull.” 
The nurse would have struck Mrs. 
Linder again as she lay unconscious. 
tut Mrs Hinkel seized the chair and 
held back her arm. 
She says that when she went down­ 
stairs to the main hall she met Dr. 
Dill and told him of what had hap 
pened. He replied, she swears: 
‘T he tost thing for you to do Is 
to go home and mind your own bual 
ness .” 
That evening Mrs. Hinkel was visit 
ed by one of the nurses, who told her 
that Mrs. bilder was dead and had 
died two hours after the beating. This 
nurse told Mrs. Hinkel to say nothing 
or they would see that her daughter 
was committed to the asylum. As Mrs. 
Hinkel’s daughter was herself badly 
bruised and had received a cut on her 
head 
while in the institution. Mrs. 
Hinkel. she says, has since kept si 
lence for the daughter’s sake.

der at the hospital. The prosecutor’s 
investigation has so far revealed a 
mass of inaccuracies and omissions In 
th# asylum records.

Quality of Butter. 
T he quality of b u tter dei •ends to a 
g n a t degree u j ** * ti tho f«***d and drink 
of the cow. 
She should have clean, 
pure w ater and w holesome food. Much 
care should be taken in the selection 
of the ration. 
The individual cow has 
much to do in this regard. 
But w ith 
respect to the jkirt th a t is played In 
handling the product of the cow too 
much carelessness Is evident in the 
processes 
of 
butterm aking. 
A fter 
churning is finished the b u tter and 
milk m ixture should rem ain quiet for 
about ten m inutes in order to let the 
bu tter come to the surface. 
A cup of 
cold w ater will hasten the process. 
An old reci|*e say s: T he b u tter should 
thou tie carefully skim m ed off into a 
wooden bowl half full of w ater. 
T he 
w ater should be repeatedly changed 
until it show s un indication of m ilki­ 
ness. 
It is imiH>rtaut th at the b u tter 
should not In* pressed or worked d u r­ 
ing the pr*K.*«*ss of rem oving the milk 
from the butter. 
A fter tills the butter 
may be pres.**<*d Into a m ass and salt 
to the ex ten t of one-fortieth Us w eight 
w orked into it. 
Th,* w ater should be 
well pressed out. but the less w* rked 
the m ore perfectly its gran u lar ch arac­ 
te r is m aintained. 
If b u tte r Is pressed firmly into ctirtb- 
en ja rs or wooden Ark Las and kept at 
a tem p eratu re of oO or (JU degrees it 
m ay be preserved In fair condition for 
six or eight m onths.
